ITEM 5.  EXECUTIVE SECRETARY’S REPORT 

 

In addition to the bond and fixed income reports that staff have provided in the past, the board packet also 

contained a detailed public equity investment report.  These reports will be included in future board meeting 

materials. 

 

Executive Secretary Barry reported that the Three Lake School District school board unanimously passed a 

resolution to purchase 40 acres of School Trust Lands from the BCPL.  The intended purpose of the land will be 

for a shooting range and outdoor facility to be used by the school district and the public at large.  Staff are 

soliciting bids for appraisals of the property.  He asked if the board desired to have the appraisal cost split with the 

school district.  Staff has also advised that a survey may be desirable to establish property lines on the portion of 

the parcel adjacent to the large tract of BCPL School Trust Lands. 

 

Commissioner La Follette asked how appraisal costs have been handled in the past.  Mr. Barry replied that the 

cost is typically shared when another government entity is interested in purchasing BCPL School Trust Lands 

(i.e., initiates the purchase).  The Commissioners agreed with splitting the cost with the school district.
